Gigarette Co.’s factory at S6 Dizwell Road had struck work

4112 empleyees of the Ching Yuin Silk Weaving Co.'s 
factery (Ghinese) 400 Checufecng Read, struek work on the 
morming ef June 5- They consist of 120 men and abdeut 80 
women. S6 workers frem the same ccupany’s godown at Sas 
Yoecohew Road alse went on etrike. 
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Workers of the Nagai Wata Kaisha Cotton Milise Nos. S, 4 
and 5 East, 5S West, 7, 8s 9, 12, 13, 14@ and 18 in Pootoo Road 
and Gordon Road Districts were paid out on June 5 without 
any disturbances occurring.

Servants lert a foreign residence at 125 Jessfield Road 
and several cases are reported to have occurred in the French 
Concession.

About 100 employef#s of the Great Northern Telegraph Co. 
Aineluding the instrument staff are on strike. Foreignors are 
able to scope with the ordinary routine. 

All employegs of the Commercial Pacific Cable Co. ( who 
are sleeping on the firm's premises) and of the Eastern 
Extension Telegraph Co. are now at work. The messengers 
employed by ali three companies are still on strike and 
recipients of telegrams are asked to call themselves to take 
delivery. 

250 coolies employed at the Sinsa Road Water Tower struck 
_ work at 6 aem- Jume &, whilst about 11 aem-. a few students 
who were endeavouring to persuade P.W.B. coolies to leavé the 
Markham Road Depot fled at the approach of a foreign Constable. 

The Chinese staffs of the Horth Onin tie Shanghai Times, 
the China Press and the Shanghai Mercury are nearly ail still 
absent. 
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Some of the striking office employegs of the P. and Ce 
Bank, the American-Oriental Bank and the Banque Sino-Belge 
@re expected to return to work on the morning of June 6- A 
Pisce of lead was thrown through a window of the Compradore 
Office of the Chartered Bank at 2-45 pes. June 5 and the 
Compradore has received a letter by mail threatening that he 
will be shot if his staff continues to work. 

5S Chinese banks and exchange shops in Central District 
remain closed but carry on business through back doors, side 
aoors or grilie windows. 

Campradores of nearly all iarge foreign firms in Central 
District have received threatening letters urging them and their 
etaffe to discontinue working for foreigners. In many cases 
the postage on these missives has to be paid by the addressees.

I beg to report thet at 5.55 pem., February 9tn, lyed a 
Telephone Message was received trom Mr. S. Okada, manager or the 
Naiga Weta Kaisha Cotton Mills reporting a strike at No. > Mili 
situated on West Soocnow Roaa. 

Accompanied by native aetectives I proceeded to tne scene & 
was informea oy the Supt. Mr. Kawamara tnat about 1,900 workers 
employed in the Speeding Card, and Ring rooms situated on the Hast 
side or No. 5 Milt were on strike & trying to intimidate other 
workers in Nos. 7, 8, and 1x Mills,but tney were prevented & even= 
tully got out side tne mili without causing any serious damage to 
machinery etc.

Dete Sergt.e. Macgregor, called, said: I arrested the ana,

« malicious damage in the carding room. They were breaking up the 
- machinery. TRe Srd and the 4th accused were arrested on Jessfield 
Road outside the mill. The 1st accused was arrested by a Japanese 
overseer at the mill for breaking up the electric Jight. At @ 
Pem- on February 14 a telephone message was received from the 
Toyoda mill at Bubbling Well Road Station that there were rumours 
current that the Chinese employees were going on etrike. At 
6eSO Peme another telephone message was received stating that the 
men had come out on strike and were breaking up the machinery.

Views of The Society for the Preservation of Chinese Territory re 
the construction of Municipal Roads in the Chinese district. 


The Society Bfor the preservation of the Shanghai Chinese Territory 


has filed 2 petition to the Civil Governor of Kiangsu Province in which 

it states:-" The people's interest in protesting against the construction 
of Municipal roads in the Chinese territory by the foreifners is enlarging 
every day,and though it is due to the negligence on the wrivilese of the 
Chinese territory by the local suthorities and also the people themselves, 
vet it really is caused by conspiracy of the land-brokers,Ttipao and the 
land-committee who sold the land to them. The matter occurred this time 
has beeome more prevailent than before,and it is the fact that plans are 
being adopted by the foreirfners for the establishing of Police station and 
extending the Municipal roads in the western district of shanghai,if this 
is carried out,the Chinese ‘territory in the western district will not be 
ours in the gvery future. Owing to this fact this society has devised ways 
and means in order to preserve the territory from being fallen into the 
hands of others and stop them to carry on the work in constructing the 
weods. The plans re same are mentioned as follows:< The first step in pre- 
serving the territory from being fellen into thein heands,is to establish 

a police station in addition and increase the numbers of constable,so that 
there is no necessity for the people in the district to ask for the pro- 
tection of the Foreign Police,in order to withdraw the Police Rights from 
foreign hends which they have illegally possessed in accordance with the 
Pact. The second step is to orgenize = municipal organ which will facilita- 
te the people to have "Frorer" civil chiefs to consult with,therefore the 
invasion of foreigners to Chinese territory can be ceased,but this must be 
promoted by the Authorities in the beginning,owing the lack of real streng:- 
th of the people,othervwise this municipal organ sankbe established. The 
plams for preventing the roads construction ares} (1) Those coolies vi1o 


are working for the roads construction,as intruoted by the foreigners,should 


be arrested and charged,if they do not listen to the ordexs of the police 
when they are told to stop their working (2) It will be a sreat loss to 
our sovereign rights,if eny one sells the land to foreigners for the cons- 
truction of roads,and should people do so,they must be dealt with severely, 
-and charged for selling the Chinese territory to foreigners and at the same 
time enquiries should be made so as to locate the person who has persuaded 
the man to sell his iland,and results must be gained as to his persuation. 
(3)Tipao being the important person who takes part in selling land, there- 
fore he should be made responsible for any one who sells his land to for- 
eigners@mmmmm@ and mais a report. (4) The Jand-brokers should not be rcleas- 
ed if any of such matter occurrs,and land-committes and the ES represen- 
tatives of the Municipal Council in the Settlement for buying the lend be 
dealt with. (5) Our Sovereign rights ne bought even with a big price 
paid to the owner,and if any foreigner wishes to buy same,a protest will 
be lodged for failing to listen + the advise in stopping them to buy the 
land from Chinese. The above mantioned plans are the chief auestions 
for preventing them from road construction,and which should be decided 
immediately,only with the exception of the first mentioned auestion,which 
has now successfully accomplished. We respectfully beg to request that 


these questions be approved. The case will be settled if you will instruct- . 


the Shanghei District Magistrate,the Commissioner of Foreign Affairs and 
the Constabulary of Shanghai and Woosung".

At 9. 30 aem- to-day, the hearing of the cases against the 
various persons arrcsted in comnection with the recent strike of 
workers in Japanese cotton mills was resumed by dre Tajima, 
Japanese Assessor, and saargistrate Loh, at the mixed Court. 


The first case heard was that against thirteen persons, 
viz., Tegng Yoong (3& # ), Teu Ding zai (ZF 't 4 ), sung s 
Liang ()%. } ), Toong Siau Chen CF |.

up Ee. T. saitland, Prosecuting Solicitor, apnearedi for the 
Police; Mr.e Ae Covey for the defence. 


az aaitland informed the Courtthat these men were charged with 
rioting and then proceeded to call evidence. 


Dete Sergte Andrews, called,said: I arrested one of the 
accused, Chi Siau Ts Ts at 19.30 aeme on February 10. He was 
inside the compound of No. 9 Mill at No. 9 Markham Road. We 
received a telephone message Gordon Road Station saying that 
a number of coolies had entered No. 9 #4111 and were intimijating 
workers and that trouble was expected. Accompanied by a Chinese 
aetefive and two foreigmers I went to the Mill. When I arrived 
the workers were leaving the mill. Just inside, to the left of 


fhe gate, we heard the smashing of windows and the wrecking of ; 


furniture. The other two foreigners proceeded to the office, but 
I went to the mill engine roome Twenty-four coolies who were 
armed with iron bare and sticks immediately came from the direction 
of the mill and surrounded the two Chinese detectives and myself. 
The last accused (Chi Siau Ts Ts) was arrested with an iron bar 

in his possessione He resisted and triei to run away. We took 

him to the Station. We received information thatthe crowd were 
about to proceed to No. 13 and No. 14 Mills on Robison Road and 

I had a telephone message sent to Frootoo Road. 


Mre Covey (cross-examining): How long have they been arrested? _ 
Witness: Since February 10. : 
Counsel: I understand that the last accused was the only one ‘ 

arrested at the time? i 
Witness: Yes. 


Inspector Foley, called, said: I wae present when the other 
accused were arrested. At 10-50 aem. on February 10, I received 
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inOrmation Baxa that a crowd of about 1,200 persons had been to 
Noe 9 Mill at No. 9 markham Road, assaulted the Japanese, wrecked 
the mill and were on their way probably to Noe 13 and No. 14 Mills 
in the Pootoo Road district. Accompanied by a Sikh and a Chinese 
Constabie, I proceeied to Noe. 13 and No. 14 Millis. I found that 
the crowd had entered by the front gate and had pulled down a 
portion of the bamboo fence. A foreman came rushing up to me and 
said that a Japanese had been beaten and that Mills. Noe 135 and 
14 were being wrecked. I proceeded with a Chinese 2nd a Sikh 
Constable and Chinese Vetsctige No. 110 to Noe 14 Mill and found 
many of the Ployees destroying the machinery, turning ovsr the 
cotton and ting the workers from their respective posts. The 
women and childden became panicestricken and shouted "Save Lifee” 
With the assistance of the other officers I arrested eight of the 
rioters there and then. They are the 2nd, the 3rd, thaSth, the 
7th, the ath, the 9th, the 10th and the l1ith men in the dock. 
Whe lst, the 4th and the 6th accuse were arrested on Robison and 
Gordon Roads. The eight men were in the compound of the mill. One 
of them attempted to strike me, but I wrenched the iron bar from 
him and placed him under arrest. I later wrenched away a mallet 
from No. 4/ and arrested him. By thia time the rioters began to 
diaperse from the mill scompowd. After the eight men had been 
placed on a motor lorry and dispatched to the Station, I returned 
to the entrance of No. 13 and No. 14 Kills and saw the ist accused 
standing to the north side of the road. He was swaying a pisce of 
bamboo to and fro. A batch of rioters dropped their sticks and 
ran away. I questioned the lst accused and he said he waas a 
student and had come on the scene out of suriosity. The 4th 
accused was arrested by a Chinese Constable as well as the 6th 
accused. The 12th accused was arrested outside the Station gate 
by myself. Wher: questioned in the Charge Room all, except the 
lust and the 6th accused, admitted having taking part in the 
assault at the Noe 9, Nowe 153 and Noe 14 Millse The damage done 
to these three mills is estimated at Tis. 4,043.80.

Waung Siau Ts Ts, the third accused, said: I am employed at 
the No. 4 4111. The badge is not mine. I waa walking along the 
road when somebody put it in my pocket. 

The Magistrate: Who placed this in your pocket? 

Accused: an unknown person. 

The Magistrate: Vo you know what it is? 

Accused: I cannot read. 

The Magistrate: Did you ask him what 41t was? 

Accused: I cannot read and I did not have time to ask him. 

The téaagistrate: Is it not strange that sone unknown person 
should place this in your pocket? 

Acoused: I could not ask him because I wae arrested at the 
tine. 


CeDeSe 61 Sung Zoong Li, called, said: Acocusea had the badge 
on his clothes.’ 

The Magistrate (to accused): Why were you wearing the badge?

C.D-Se 61 Sung Zoong Li, called, said: 1 arrested the 2nd 
accused with the assistance of the inspector of the mill on 
February 12.2 He had about 150 pamphiets in his hands. ne said 
he had been asked to take them to some Association in Chapeti

Zau Siau Foo Ts, the 3rd accused, saiit: I ama native of 
Kompo, 29 years of agee I keen a cake shop. I know many of the t 
workers in the place. I did not go to the meeting. I dia not : 
have a stick in my hand and I aid not interfere with the workers. 

I was on the south sids of the creek. I waa talking with some 
workers and asked them when they were going back to work. 

The Assessor? What were the words you used: 

Accused: I asked," When are you going to work?"

Insvector Johnson, of Yangtszernoo Police Station, galled, 
said: At 5 pem. on February 16, accompanied by Det. Sergt. Grubb 
and Chiness detectives, I proceeded to the Dah Kong mill quarters 
in Pingliang Road in a motor oar. We came upon a crowd of about 
30 persona who were dressed in black gowns and most of whom had 
sticks in their hinds. There were 300 to 400 workers, men, women 
and children on the other side of the road. As far as we could 
see, these 30 persons were vreventing the labourers from going to 
work. As s800n a8 we stopred the car, these 39 persons ran away. 
T am not quite sure whether these two defendants had sticks in 
their hands, but one of them had. We arrested thess two men as 
they were trying to run away. Ye took them to the Station and 
charged them. They have been in jail and Station since. 


Cross-examined by Mr. Covey: Do you know they have been in 
Jail since February 167 What do you mean by “As far as we coulda 


sce they were pregenting others from going to work"? They may have

These two men were of a crowd of 30 persons standing ovrosite the 
Pingliang oad quarters.

Most 
of thed workers had sticks in their hands, but I cannot say 
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whether the two accused hud sticks. I questioned them at the 
Station and they said they were having recreatione That was the 
only explanation they would give. A quantity of pamphlets were 
founda in the possession of the first accused. They said they lived 
in the Dah Kong mill quartera about 300 to 400 yards from the 
Pingliang Roa quarters. Both said they were employed at the Dah 


Kong mill. 


Cross-9xamined by Mr. Covey: These two accused were part of 
a@ crowd of 30 persons facing the mill quarters. 

Witness: They were inside the road facing the quarters. 

Counsel: And there is a creek between the 30 persons and the 
two accused? 

Witness: There is a creek. 

Cédunsel: So that if there was any intimidation, it was amongs 
these 3O persons only?

Ce D. C. Woo Chang Kai saia: I was present when the two men 
were arrested.

As soon as they saw us stop the motor car 
they threw away their stickae I did not see whether any of the 
accused had sticks. The pamphlets were found on the person of the 
first accused. We asked the workers what these two men were doing 
and they said that the two men had prevented them from going to 


work.

Cross-examined by Mr. Covey, witness aaid the 4th accused did 
not give away any money.

Tsah Tse Woo, the first accused, was then questioned by the 
Magistratee He said: I am a native of Honan, "5 years of agee 
I came to shanghai in April last year to look for work, and in 
the middle of November I succeeded in finding work with the 
Workers Union school at 603 Weichow Road. This school was 
established by labourers for the education of their childrene 
The man who started the club is Yue Saw Yue ( d), but I kmov 
nothing about the association. The money came from the members. 
There are about 300 members. Each member is a labourer. My pay 
is $15 a month. I had intended to leave for home and was at 
Shangshin Road, Chapei, on February 15, but on account of the 
strike I did not leave. 

The accused was shown a pamphlet and asked whether he had 
seen it before. He replied that copies were al ver the place. 

Continuing, he said: I did not address the crowd in front of 
the mill. I made a speech at Ying Ziang Kong on the 15th and 
advised the workers not to go on strike and that they should write =~ 
a letter begging for concessions before going on strike, and I :

I broke my way through and got to the front. I was accsompanisd : 
by an armed party of Sikbs and foreigners. I stood in front of 
the crowd a few minutes ani listened to them. I then called C.D. ro es 
wing Tuh to t911 them that if they did not disperse we would fire 
upon the crowd. Two men shoutsd out, "Don't move.* I calied out 
to one of the men not to move, and at the same time I sang out 
to the Chinese Police to fire. They opened fire over the heads 
of the crowde We made a baton charge and arrested them. 

CeD.Ce Zung ting Tuh said; I mingled with the crowd. The 
trouble was due to Tseah Ts Woo having been arrestsd by the Chinese: 
Police as he was holding a mesting on a piece of vacant fground. Ny 
Kao Yu Dien and another told the crowd not to move and to kill 
the detectives to shoot them.

Aa@dressing the Court, Ar. Maitland here said that he had 
other witnesses here but it would be a waste of time to call 
them all unisss the Court would like to hear then. 

The Assessor: No, you need not call them.

The accused were then examined by turns by the Magistrate. 
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Tai Pau Sung denied causing the riot because of Tsah Ts 
Woo’s arrest. He was in the temple at the time. He did not see 
any of the Policee He did not break down the bamboo fence. 

Nyi Tsong Yoong: I did not see the Police. I was eating 
food in the temple. I was stepping out of the temple when the 
Police arrested he. I did not hear any detectives telling the 
people to disperse. I went to the temple to make inquiriese 
There were about 300 to 400 persons in the temple. ‘‘he Chinese 
Police came to the temples and arrestsd us. I do not know 
anything of a labour meeting. 

Teu Ping Kau said: When the Police began to firs I ran 
away and was arrested. I happened to bs passing the place. TI do 
not know anything about a labour meeting. I was there late. 

Van Vong Yi said: I was called by Tai Pau Sumg to go to 
work. I did not hear the foreign or Chinese Police asking the 
people to disperse. When the firing began JI tried to mm away 
and was arrested. 

Kao Yu Dien said: I requested the people not to riot. I aid 
not tell them to kill the detectives.

We were fired upon and I was then 
arrested. I had no time to run away. I do not know Tsah Ts Woo. 

I did not see the fenss broken down. I work in the machine 
department of the Yue Fong mill. I am a& peaceful man. I have

Kyau Yoong Ta said: I was not there at the time. I went 
there afterwards. On February 19 I received a letter from some 
one reprsesenting 40,000 labourers asking us interpreters not 
to betray the worke~s. I felt sorry and did not mow what to do. 

I heard the POlice asking us to disperse, but as I was in the 
temple and as I am law-eabiding, I did not mm away. 

Teung Tuh San said: I was not at the meeting but at home, 
about a mile from the meeting place. Yaah Ts Woo is one of our 
masters. I was tcld that our teacher Tsah had been arrested. As 
he is out teacher we tried to save hime I then went over to the ! 
Place but the fence was already pulled down. i 

The Magistrate: And was it your ittea to aause a riot in : 
order to bring about the rea&ease of Tsah Ts Woo? 

Accused: I went to see I'sah ard saw a big crowd. Fearing 
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@ riot, I tried to prevent rioting. 

The iwagistrate: And did you say that unless Tsah was 
releassd, you woulre kill the detectives? 

Accused: No. 

The dagistrate: Did you tell the workers to start rioting 
and to pull down the fence? 

Accused: I went there late. The fence was already pulled 
down. There has been some misunderstanding over what I saide 
When the workers wanted to make a rush, I told them not to move 
and not to rush inside. They still wanted to rush in. 

Dong Tuh Dah said: I was the first man to enter the 
otation. On the 19th a man came to me with a letter signed =e 
“Labourer.” It was ajidressed to coojiss as well as to eects. 
It stated that as we were all Chinese we must sympathise and hel 
the labourers, and that if I did not do so, my life woulda be in 
danger.

The first accvus2d said he was a native of Chekiang and lived in 
Yang Woo Lee, arid came out last year to work at the China-Japan 
Cotton Mill. At a meeting in Chapnei, ons Tsang Yoong Loong 
gave him a badge and toli him to station himself in the vicinity 
of Noe 9 mill and to stop labourers from going in. He admitted 
having attended meetings in Chapei.on the Pire* day of the strike. 

The second accused said that he came here three years aZz0 

‘ and was employed in a hemp factory on Robison Road, and afterwards 
ke went to work in the Nes 7 “All. Ne recsived instructions from 
wong Kyih Zung, the 3rd accused, toiproceed to the mill to prevent 
labourers from going tc work. He admitted the offence. 

The third accused said he came here four years ago and worked 
in Noe 5 Mill, and later went to the Doong Shing Miil. He aenies 
the offence. However, he was overheard trying to intimidate three 
male workerse He says he does not know the second accused. 

C.D.C. Zumg Kwimg Fung ( ) maxxd&dx called, said: I 
arrested the firet accused. I was disguised and had a basket. 

Two women were ahead of me. The first and second accused stopped 
me and asked me where I wae going. I told them I was going to 
the mill. They said,* You must not go to work. If you do you 


will ‘be assaulted.” I then arrested both mene.

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esaia:s I arrésted the third accused. He was preventing labourers 
from going to work. He was saying, * we are all Chinse and we 
must be of one mind. If you go to work you will be assaulted.”

: In answer to the siagistrate, the firet accused, Laing Sung 
Wyi, sata: The badges were given to moe by Chang Ying Loong. I 
cannot read. He told me to keep them on my persone How can I alone 
intimidate over 1G0 workers! I did not tell them not to co to 
work. 

Doo Tah Yui, the second accused, said: I passed the night 
in Chapei. I did not tell the workers not to go to work. I was 
passing the place at the time. The mill had not opened vet. 

Wong Kyih Zung, the third accused, said: I @aid ne prevent 
anybody from going to work. I dao not know why I was ar: -stede 
I was told that a strike was on. I have been four years with the 
Tung Shing «ill. 

wre Covey, addressing the Court on behalf of the accused: 
said, "If the Court finds them guilty, If ask that they be dealt 
with as lenioently as possible and to give them another chance." 

Mre waitiland: I have nothing to say to this. 


Laing Sung Myi was fined $20 or two weeks’ imprisonment; 
and Doo Tah Yui and Wong Kyih Zung were fined $10 each or one 
week"s imprisonment. 


The Court announced that it would sit at 9 aem. sharp on 
Saturday, March 14, to hear the rest of the cases.
